it be asked, why select him for pnn- 
ment any more than any other man 
at the South? The answer is, that it 
is the Southern people who selected 
him. 
They made him the President 


of the Confederacy, because he was 
the most prominent mnn in the move- 
ment which led to the Confederacy. 
He bore n lending jmrt in organizing 
and directing it, and w»s the" fore- 
most representative of its temper and 
aims. 
In short, the selection of 


him WUH a strong but careful recog- 
nition of his claims to be consid- 
ered, more than any other 
man, 


responsible for the rebellion, and he 
did his best during the war to justify 
the selection by his acts and lan- 
guage. 
He never once, during his 


administration, suggested in the re- 
motest way a possibility of peace or 
reconciliation, and he spoke in pub- 
lished speeches of tho Northern peo- 
ple in term1* which probably no lead- 
ing officer of a belligerent power has. 
eveA in modern timos, umplojed 
towards a civilized enemy. 
Down to 


tho last kick in the last ditch he did 
what he could to prevent the arrange- 
ment of any uw<lif* rireiuli between 
North and South. In short, if any one 
ought to suffer for the war by special 
legislative delegation, he is, by the 
choice of his own associates, the very 
man." 
The ATa/itm might have gone 


much further than this. It might 
have said, what is known to he true, 
that there has always been room for 
grave doubt as to the wisdom of per- 
mittinK Davis tc live after his cap- 
ture. That he had forfeited the right 
to In e, according to all precedents, 
there can be no question, and his ul-

release was regarded by

AVe do not refer to this now for the 
purpose of stirring np unpleasant
